tore the war the .\lcliUI <;.O.T.C. was 
a well organized unit, and during the 
war it undertook the mliitiiry training 
of all the students. That McCilll jçradii- 
atr.s ;in(l unilcrgiadu.iic .s weie able m 
go forth and toko their places In lliat 
huge mlllL-iry maclTlne, which uvcntu- 
ally broke the enemy, to occupy some 
of tl> ! most important positions In that 
machine, to aciiult thenixelvcs second 
to none, and to bring honor and glory 
to the n.ime of Old McGUI, w,ns in 
largo me.isurc due to the C.O.T.C. 

At McOIll II. ho« been thought wise 
and beneficial to revive again tho 
C.O.T.C. The question therefore arises, 
".Should we at iMacdonald reorganize 
the C.O.T.C. the C.O.T.C.. or have somo 
fomi of military training?" Somo 
features of tho situation ase as fol- 
lows: 

The organization and equipment for 
the management of an efficient 
C.O.T.C. are still In our possession. 
Those include moat of tho necessary 
quartermaster's stores arid a miniaturo 
rifle range. 

We have in our midst cxperlenood 
and thoroughly trained men who couid 
act OS officers, N.C.O.ifand Instructors. 

There are here unsurpajsscd facilities 
for drill and manoeuvres, provided in 
the gymnasium, the campus and the 
open country. 

The outstanding features of the 
whole outlook, however, Is the need foe 
some orgar^iced, systematic and regular 
form of physical exercise. That the 
C.O.T.C. rould afford this in an In- 
lerostlng. pleasant and instructive form 
Is the firm conviction of the writer. 
Aside altogether from tho necessity of 
.T military training from the standpoint 
of "prnparodne.is." some form of regu- 
lar .'«yFlem.Ttlzed exercise is most ur- 
gently needed. True, some of us skate 
and some play ^aaketbaJl 8.nd h'ocHey, 
but the ones who nee^ exercise most 
obtain tho least. Classes In physical 
exercise have proved a failure time «nd 
time again, herause attendance was not 
compulsory and there was not suffi 
dent variety of work to maintain In 
tersst. How much sickness could «be 
avoided, epidemics of cbMs and "flu" 
prevented, by healthy, vigorous drill 
and manoeuvres In and around the 
College. How many slovenly, sbutfling 
stops, hollow chests and llatless ex 
pressions would be removed, to be re- 
placoil by the straight military carriage 
end soldierly stride. 

Sometimçs the cry Is raised, "Mill- 
tary training means Mllltarlsm." 

^o statement oould be more unsound, 
^ntitary training is a form of Insur- 
ance, a preparedness againut a possibls 
contlngoney. Our soldiers bor« them 
selves well In tho fight Is It wrong 
to emulate them In so far oa learning 
the rudiments of warfare is concerned? 
No man dare say thero will ^be no more 
wahs, therefore It hi contr?iry'to the 
spirit of democracy to prepare our- 
selves physically and IntelleotuaUy to 
defend and uphold our country and the 
Institutions which we value. 

The fact, therefore, remains, that a 
revival of the C.O.T.C, or soma form of 
mlllt«ry training, would be of benefit 
to us here at Macdonald, In the phV 
sleal sense, and to fit ua for future 
cltlsenahtp in this Cana4a. of which we 
are no proud.
